3. Operationalization of Phase 2:

4.1 The number of team sites and teams in a Sector will change based on current 

JBVMM HQ can establish team sites 
within the SDBZ with notification to the JPSM and any establishment of new 
team sites outside the SDBZ will be with the consent of the two JPSM Co- 
Chairs. The total number of monitors authorized will be 90, as per JPSM 
decisions of 18 September 2011 and UNSC resolution 2024, with an initial 
strength of 70, which will be built up as per progress of operationalization.

5.1 The Force Protection is agreed at 860 personnel and 266 military support 
personnel. 
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6. Timeline 

6.1 IOC : South Sudan has agreed to provide land within 16 days (from 10 March 
2013) at Qok Machar. Sudan agreed for immediate use of land in Kadugli for 
the JBVMM HQ and Sector HQ. The JBVMM will operate immediately 
from Kadugli, within its capabilities. In Gok Machar, IOC will be 
operational within 30 days of provision of land.

Malakal, 

6.2.2 Force generation within 60 days. 

6.2.3 FOC operationalized within 90 days.
